art, e.g. in view of FR 2771411 of record, which teaches 
preparing dithioesters by reacting methacrylic anhydride with a 
dimercaptan within the scope of the instant compounds III and 
IV. Accordingly, the recited mixture of compounds does not make 
a contribution over the prior art, unity of the invention is 
lacking and the restriction is proper.
